These statement* 
are confined to accidents nnd do not refer 
to exhaustion resulting from old age, but 
i-veti in the ease of the latter the experts 
claim to be justified in the assertion that 
where the power of life gradually fades 
away death is no more painful than in 
the case of people who in the fullness of 
vitality confront the great destroyer. 


A number of the instances cited in the 


[>r Mica lion nre connected with the ex- 
periences of lion hunters in Algiers, who 
have been actually within the grasp of 
the claws and the terrible teeth of the 
king of animals. 


Similar experiences are related by per- 


sons who were in imminent danger of 
drowning. One of them, a physician him- 
self, tells how his boat capsized in a rush- 
in}: stream ami how he, after heroic but 
fruitless efforts to save himself, redou- 
bled !>y tin* knowledge that he was rapid- 
ly carried toward a roaring cataract, 
drifted unresistingly in a sort of peace- 
ful semiconscionsness until rescue cnine. 
In all these instances, where 
accident 


brought people of well balanced mind 
suddenly face to face with death, there is 
the one consensus of thought that before 
the mind's eye of such" people all the im- 
poitant events of their life, almost their 
entire life, so to say, passes in a moment- 
This is in accordance with life in a 
dicam. where a single instant suffices to 
comprise an almost endless chain of 
events. 


Professor Heine of the Zurich universi- 


ty, an ii;defatii;alile mountain climber, 
had the experience of a fall into a steep 
abyss". lie was rescued by what s'jcmed 
to be a miracle, and he immediately set 
to work to gat her the experiences of oth- 
ers who ha . been in the same position.

To the untutored eye of the paleface 


Indian dance's hare a sameness about 
them that is distressing, but the red 
brethren who inhabit the desolate mesas 
ot New Mexico or the awe inspiring can- 
yons of Colorado will explain with an air 
of pity for the dullness of their civilized 
visitors tbat there is a vast difference- be- 
tween all the various social and senii- 
religious functions known as the "bear 
dance," "eagle dance," "sun 
dance," 


"corn dance" and innumerable others; 
also that each tribe has its own peculiar 
dances. There is therefore nothiuj; to do 
but accept the red man's explauatic-u — 
with reservations. 


The "stick" or "town" dance of the 


Pueblos is a purely social function, open 
to both sexes. The men carry their high- 
ly decorated shields and spears, orna- 
mented with feathers. The women carry 
nothing, but keep their hands wrapped 
up in their blankets. There is no sort of 
figure, no taking hold of hands nor any- 
thing else resembling the dance of the 
paleface. The dancers merely hop around 
in a circle, keeping time to the music 
with their feet. 


None but men may take part in the 


•'eagle" dance. This is more acrobatic 
than the "stick" dance. In this the dan- 
cers try to imitate the movements of the 
eagle, gliding slowly about at times on 
tiptoe to indicate that they are soaring 
u:nong the clouds, again crouching with 
outstretched arms and moving swiftly 
over, the ground as an explanation in 
pantomime that the king of birds is 
swooping down upon his prey. 


To photograph an Indian dance is not 


so easy as it might appear to the unso- 
phisticated observer. 
Long familiarity 


with the camera has made the noble red 
man sadly mercenary. Whenever he sees 
a lens pointed in hi* direction he imme- 
diately covers his Tace with bis hands 
and, running up to the photographer, de- 
mands half a dollar for the privilege of 
taking his picture. 


A short time ago it occurred to the 


manager of a moving picture machine 
company thst an Indian dance would be 
a splendid subject for a biograph pic- 
ture. Accordingly a man with the nec- 
essary apparatus was sent out to New 
Mexico to photograph a Pueblo dance. 
After a week of negotiations the Pueb- 
los agreed to go through a dance for the 
benefit o° the photographer in considera- 
tion of the sum of $10. to be paid in ad- 
vance. Indians do not entertain a very 
high opinion of the commercial integrity 
of the white mnn. They take no chances. 


The money was paid, the machine ad- 


justed, and the dance began, but the in- 
stant the operator began turning the 
crank of his machine the clatter of the 
apparatus caused a wild panic among the 
dancers. Every one tied in mortal terror 
to safe refuges behind rocks and houses. 
leaving the photographer transfixed with 
astonishment. 
He tried to explain that 


the machine, though noisy, was perfectly 
harmless, he entreated the dancers to re- 
tr.rn, he offered bribes, but to no purpose. 
Not a Pueblo would risk his life again in 
front of the infernal machine for love or 
money. 
The biogrnph raan was at last 


obliged to go away without any pictures; 
also xvithout his $10. — Cleveland Plain 
Dealer.

Captain Abercronibie arrived in Yal- 


dez, the start iu^ point of the expedition, 
on April 2. being received by a motley 
crowd which had just come across the 
Yaldez glacier from the Copper river val- 
ley. 


Hundred* DylDK* 


He found that hundreds of persons 


were trying from starvation and scurvy 
in the Copper river country. The people 
iu Yaldez wre in a most pitiable condi- 
tion, crowded in miserable, huts like sar- 
dines in a box. There were no facilities 
for bathing. Most of the sufferers had 
scurvy and not a few frost bitten hands 
and feet. The tops of old rubber boots 
and strips of gunny sack made shoes and 
socks for many of them. At least 70 per 
cent of the inmates of the huts were 
mentally deranged. This was common to 
those whom a fear of scurvy had driven 
over the glacier, where so many had per- 
ished by freezing to death. 


Old railroad and trail builders were the 


men selected by Captain Abercronibie to 
build a military road, and they started 
from Yaldez on April 20 and proceeded 
to the month of Keystone canyon. The 
harbor at Yaldez. owinjf to the proximity 
of the Japanese current, is accessible at 
all seasons of the year to ships of any 
size. The only feasible site for a railroad 
terminal i« a narrow strip of land three- 
quarters of a mile broad extending np the 
Lowe river about live miles and south of 
a small stream flowing from Robe lake. 
There U practically a nominal grade up 
the- valley, passing through Keystone 
canyon with ordinary canyon work ami 
emerging on t-he foot plain of the inner 
canyon basin. 


Two Feasible Route*. 


From that point there are two feasible 


routes, one east of Marshall pass, at the 
elevation of 1,700 ftet. and down the 
Tasnuna to the Copper River valley; the 
other turning north, crossing the moun- 
tain ranee and Thompson pass. 2.(>(Xl feet 
high, thence down the Toikholl liive, 
valley throuirh the swampy >.••.-. at tin: 
head of the Kuntn. thence tlm^i the Tou- 
snna into the Copper River valley. Cap- 
tain Abercrmnhie believes Unit tho fntmv 
for a railroad through this section <>! 
Alaska is promising, owing to the pres- 
ence of large zones of heavily mineralize] 
copper deposits, 
the 
development 
of 


which, he says, undoubtedly will yield ;i 
local tonnage of great volume. He says 
that the proximity of tie and bridge tim- 
ber and the- absence of any great etigi- 
ncerins: features would make railroad 
construction a comparatively easy prob- 
lem'. 


Edward Gillette, a member of the ex- 


pedition, contributes an important chap- 
ter to tho report on the feasibility of es- 
tablishing a practical railroad route up 
the Copper River valley. 
He dra\\s a 


comparison between the route from Seat- 
tle to Skaguay with the Yaldez route, to 
tho advantage of the la>t named. II*' 
shows that while the dStance from Seat- 
tle to Skaguay is "l.lKiO miles as against 
1.250 miles from Seattle to Yaldez, this 
difference is practically offset by the un- 
impeded passage of the outride route. 
Then vessels are not letmired to pas-- 
through 400 miles of water claimed by u 
foreign country, and Yaldez is much 
nearer the center of Alaska than Rkag- 
uay. being 200 miles nearer by railroad 
to the Forty Mile country.

caught in the crash, while standing pre- 
pared to jump, between the engiue and 
the tender. 
His left leg was jammed up 


to the hip into the door of the firebox, 
and the latter closed upon it by the 
wreckage held it in the glowing fire like 
a vise. Tho rest of the body was free. 


"As soon as the first moments of sur- 


prise and consternation were .over the un- 
injured passengers gathered around the 
overturned locomotives. 
The terrible po- 


sition of the engineer was quickly dis- 
covered and herculean measures employ- 
ed to set him free. It was utterly impos- 
sible, however, to release him without the 
aid of the appliances on the wreck train. 
Tho tatter had, of course, been sent out 
promptly, but could not arrive under two 
hours. In the meantime the intense suf- 
fering of the engineer unnerved the help- 
less spectators. 
Men wept and women 


fainted. 


"I had a,woman passenger back on the 


train who had been an object of curiosity 
to me ever ?ince I had taken charge on 
this run. 
She was apparently about 30 


years old. thin and delicate looking aud 
with a furtive, restless eje which roved 
cou.'.unally from one to another of the 
occupants of her car. 


"After the collision she learned of the 


engineer's awful position, and all bere 
womanly sympathy was aroused. 
She 


was informed that nothing could he done 
for him and that hu must await a linger- 
ing death in full possession of his facul- 
ties. To my surprise, after a momentary 
hesitation she asked me to lake her up 
front. 
My protestations that the scene 


would be too much for her were ot" no 
avail. I was obliged finally to reluctant- 
ly consent, wondering in the meantime at 
what I thought to be morbid curiosity. 


"Night had set in. and the proximity of 


the overturned engine wns lit up by bon- 
fires and lanterns. 
Around the big loco- 


ni'itivu moved tutting torches held by 
vill'.ng bauds, but by hands powerless to 
id. while over all resounded that rnourn- 
ul appeal for help. My companion seem- 
d imbued with an iron resolve. Lightly 
ihe stepped over shattered timbers and 
wisted iron until she had almost reached 
he spot where poor Nagle lay in his mis- 
;ry." 'Lift me up,' she said to me, in a 
steady voice. 


I assisted her around the end of the 


shattered tank and she was next to the 
engineer, only separated by a rail which 
lad been torn up from the track and 
driven into the wreck. 


'Then I saw her take a small mor- 


phine syringe from her dress aud inject 
;he contents into the suffering man's side. 
She repeated the operation twice and 
ipaceful oblivion came over the victim. 
For an hour and a half the brave wom- 
an maintained her vigil. Three times 
more she used the drug and then death 
lad claimed his own. 
Thank God my 


friend had bsen spared that eternity of 
awful agony •which would surely have 
aeon his. 


"Taking the woman back to the cat- 


she told me she was a morphine "fiend" 
aud must have more of the drug at onco. 
We did nil we could. Tho two brakcmen 
and bagga gem aster scoured the country. 
They went to Germantown and even to 
Gaitherstown' in wagons and on horse- 
back. There was no morphine to be had. 
In an hour the woman was in a frightful 
tato of nervous hysteria. By tho time 
the line was cleared she was a raving 
manioc.

A Verr Secret Dra-iver. 


"A see-ret drawer is sometimes very 


hard to locate in a large cabinet,'' said a 
dealer in curios. ''I had such a piece of 
furniture in the store last winter and 
knew the drawer was there from a refer- 
ence to it in an old inventory, but in spite 
cf all my efforts I couldn't discover just 
where it was. 
I concluded that the 


spring must be concealed 
somewhere 


about the very ornate carving which or- 
namented the sides, but it escaped my 
scrutiny until one day when 1 had a bit 
of inspiration. Such drawers fire usually 
made of sheet steel, both for security 
and on account of its thinness, and I sim- 
ply passed a small pocket compass up 
and down before the carving.

UNSIGHTLY ADVERTISING. 


A Movement Started to Make tlie 


Evil a Costly One. 


For some time past there has been 


more or less fault found with the extent 
to wuich advertising on dead walls, 
rocks, fences, buildings and boards, has 
been curried on, and many have often 
condemned the spirit of advertisers who 
in their reckless ambition to get the 
names of their euro alls before tho eyes 
of the public have defaced and rtiiued 
whate/er beauty the landscape or the 
city may have enjoyed. 


At last a scheme has been devised 


which, if adopted anil followed out by 
citiep, will do away with, or materially 
ruduce in number, the unsightly adver- 
tising signboards which have become so 
numerous in cities during recent years. 


Jt is not strange that the plan should 


buve first been adopted by the most 
aitistic city m the world, and therefore 
it is not with surprise that we hear that 
the municipal council ot Paris has de- 
cided to impose a heavy tax on all ad- 
vertising signboards in that city. 


Advertising is all right in its proper 


placo, but wheij every available space 
on buildings, fence*, railway stations, 
etc., is covered it has been deemed 
proper in some localities that steps 
should bo taken iu the interests of tbe 
city to protect its appearance. 
It is 


proposed to make the advertisers pay 
their sharo of tho taxea that are now 
paid wholly by real estate owners. 
E.'ory foot of advertising on boards of 
buildings would bo, taxed under tbe 
proposed Paris plan in order to relieve 
the property holders of some of their 
hoivy burden. 


If the scheme causes a diminution in 


the number of the unsightly signs it 
will have accomplished the work thht is 
hoped from it.

Portsmouth Yard Must Celebrate 


Ceatenniil by .Laying of a Keel. 


The proposition 
that the United 


States government build as many as 
possible of its new warships in tho navy 
yards and independent cf contractor*, 
which was recently inaugurated in the 
Iltruld, has found a valuable friend in 
the powerful New York Journal, which 
has also*began the agitation and in EO 
unmistakenedterms.characteristicoftbe 
great daily, advocates that the govern- 
ment take a hand in the work and giv- 
ing good reasons fcr its position on the 
question, which, it will be recognized, 
the Herald baa already called attention 
to. 


The matter is of vital importance to 


the citizens ot this locality and the 
Herald intends to do all in its power to 
bare the keel of a warship laid at this 
navy yard as a fitting celebration of 
the centennial of the establishment of 
the beat naval station on this coast. 
It 


is greatly encouraged by the support it 
is receiving in the matter, aa its readers 
have seen. 


The Journal's reasons for wanting 


some of this work at the Brooklyn navy 
yard will apply to the situation~at the 
Portsmouth yard. It would mean bpt- 
tor ships and more in line with the 
principles of the government. It would 
be in hirmouy with the purposes of the 
navy yards and give employment to the 
more skilled laborers employed in the 
yards at batter wagos and establish con 
fidence ia their abilities. 
It is only a question of time when most 
of sncb work will be done in the yards 
and the pooner the question is decides, 
the better for the government, tho wige 
earners and the character of the new 
navy. 


The Journal of Monday morning says 


in its editorial column: 


The United States government will 


soon award contracts for the construc- 
tion of a number of new ships of various 
classes for our navy. 


There are adequate facilities in 
at 


least three navy yards for the building 
of a number of these vessels. 
Why 


should nut the government take a hand 
in this work, instead of allowing con- 
tractors to leap a profit which reduced 
wages would bring at private yards? 


The building of one or more ofthe 


proposed warships in 
the Brooklyn 


ouvyyard would give steady employ- 
ment to hundreds of worthy working 
men who aie now living on odd jobs. 
It would also stimulate trade of all 
kinds within a radius of 
miles from 


the construction docks. 


Why not let our public establishments 


keep their hands in and make the gov- 
ernment in a measure independent of 
con tractors? 


It must be admitted that one of these 


three yards mentioned by the Journal 
as having adequate facilities for the 
construction of at least one of the new 
ships is the Portsmouth navy yard. The 
eminent naval authorities who have 
supported this yard leaves no doubt 
but the Journal writer had this station 
in mind when lie specified the number 
where there were such facilities for 
construction. 


The Herald welcomes the addition to 


the exponents of the construction of 
American warships by American work- 
at the government yards.
